DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO

• CAPE IS FOILED. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 20.—The of- 


ficials of the state penitentiary and 
the citizens of Frankfort were thrown 
into a state of wild excitement this 
morning by 'a revolt in the prison, 
stanted by an attempt to gain their 
liberty on the part of three desper- 
adoes, Frank Brooks, of 'Morgan 
county, and Wallace Bishop and T. 
Mulligan, of Kenton county. 


Before the riot, which l>egaa at 6 


o'clock and lasted until (after 10, was 
quelled and the mutinous convicts 
"were captured, Bishop was fatally 
wounded, Mulligan shot in the shoul- 
der and a negro convict, Albert Ban- 
some, of Louisville, whom the des- 
peradoes had pressed into service, was 
hit by a rifle ball. 


CAPTURED A GUARD. 


The rioting started while Brooks, 


Mulligan and Bisfhop, one of whom 
had a pistol concealed about 'his per- 
son, were coming out of the dining 
room to answer a hospital call. -Sud- 
denly one of tlhe convicts drew a 
weapon and compelled Guard A. H. 
Gill to give up ihis arms. Guard F. 
F. Hurst, who rusflied to GilPs assist- 
ance, was also captured by the con- 
victs. 
Capt. Mat Madigan, acting 


warden, then rushed forward with 
six guards and fired on tlhe ibunch, 
but no one was wounded. The con- 
victs then rau across the yard and at 
the entrance to t'he reed department 
of the chair factory captured Charles 
Willis, of Clark county, a foreman. 
They covered him with (their pistols 
and placing him between them and 
the guards, reheated to the rockei 
department in the ch'air factory, from 
whence they ^could command a good 
view of the entire yard. At a1"-win- 
dow (they stationed Willis, and 
Brooks^ with a revolver in this hand, 
took a position just baside the cap- 
tive, resting the muzzle of the 
weapon on the foreman's side, 


DEFIED THE WARDEN. 


The convicts then defied Warden 


Lillard to attempt to capture them, 
shouting Uhat they would kill the 
foreman at the first move made 
against them. 


By this time several hundred citi- 


zens, many of them heavily armed, 
"had g-atheied at tho prison g&tes, but 
•the warden denied admission to all. 
He issued orders for all the shops <to 
close \and for .all the porisonea*s to be 
returned at once to their cells. 
He 


then placed a guard of sixty men 
around the building in which the 
despetfadoes had 'barricaded them- 
selves aid called on them to surren- 
der. The convicts only replied .with 
a taunt. For the protection of Fore- 
man Willis .the \varden then deter- 
mined to starve the desperadoes into 
submission. In half a<n hour a note 
was thrown from Hhe window of the 
room in -which tho convicts toad taken 
refuge, asking Warden Lillard and 
Deputy Warden Madigan to come up 
under a fl'ag of truce and deal with 
them. This demand was ignored. 
Shortly after (this James Buckley, 
former city workhouse keeper, and 


/ (Morgan Brewer, a^ former guard at 


the prison, climbed to the roof of a 
residence overlooking the building in 
which the convicts liad taken refuge 
and firdd several shots into the room 
where the desperadoes wore en- 
trenc'hed. 
They were compelled *to 


desisit, however, as Forem'an Willis 
was forced to the window in the line 
of

A CONVICT SHOT. 


He called to the men ,to atop #hoot- 


ing and informed them that a, negro 
convict, whom, tae Desperadoes had 
forced into service had been Shot in 
the shoulder. At 9 o'clock anoither 
note was 'dropped from the convicts' 
window, offering to surrender if the 
men ,were insured! a safe delivery to 
the cell house.. This request was also 
igoiored, ' ,

Later another letter stated that if 


the warden would come to the head 
of the steps leading (to the reed de- 
partment the conviote would surren-

by Frank Brooks. 
Warden Lillard

[BLADE A BAD PLAY. 


He had hardly made the motion 


when one of the warden's party fired, 
the bullet striking Bishop in the 
breast, inflicting a fatal wound. 
When Bishop fell Mulligan and 
Brooks sank to their knees, begging 
the warden to save their lives, and f& 
10:30 o'clock the two desperadoes, 
heavily shackled and accompanied 
by ten men v/ith drawn pistols, were 
placed in their cells aaad quiet 
had been restored* 


After the men had been securely 


locked Tip it was discovered that Mul- 
ligan 'had been slightly wounded in 
the shqulder. 


Wallace Bishop, the convict who 


was fatally wounded, was under life 
sentence for the murder of Policeman 
M. MoQueery, of Covington, Ky, 
Bishop had a record of killing sev- 
eral men.

THE RACE PROBLEM IN AFRICA 


BLACKS THREATEN SAFETY OF 


THE BOERS. 


Problem of Restraint of Natives is 


^Growing Acu'te—Many of Them 


t- 


Have Arms. 


London, Aug. 20.—Mail advices re- 


ceived here from Johannesburg indi- 
cate that the negro problem is grow- 
ing more acute 'and is Causing the 
authorities infinite worry. To quote 
the words of one of tthe foremost 
South African *uMiorities: 


"On the, question of the natives de- 


pends the -whole future of the new 
colonies—whether the Boers will loy- 
ally 'accept British rule »or continue 
in a sta'te 
<of sullen resentment, 


Among the immediate dangers na- 
tive attacks on1 Boers (returning to 
their farms and attempts of natives 
to assault white .women are threat- 
ening to lead to serious conflicts toe- 
rtween Boers and 'blacks. Under the 
•old regime the crude, but simple -re 
•tribution for assaul't on> women wag 
s'hooting on sight. 'Now, however, 
there i$ no legislation on the subject 
and the English -authorities a$e hesi- 
'tating to en'act laws 'until all the 
parties concerned 
(can 
voice their 


opinions.' The 'hesitancy to deal sum- 
matily /with the natives ds causing 
both Boers and Afrikanders dn)tense 
irritation and encouraging the" blacks 
to truculent effrontery.

ENGINEER HUNT IN A BAD WAY 


THE FRIGHTFUL BURNS MAY 


PROVE FATAL. 


The excursion movement out of 


Fort Wayne yesterday was the heav- 
iest in the history of t;he city, not 
excepting the annual excursions of 
the Pennsylvania 
employes. 
The 


heaviest travel was -to Rome City 
yesterday afternoon and evening, the 
story of which is told in another cx>l- 
UHKI. Next in a numeirical*seuse was 
the Nickel Plate's Niagara Falls ex- 
cursion. This was run in two sec- 
tions, the first tratioi starting from 
ValpaiaUo and carrying into Belle- 
vue, where it was turned over to the 
castein division, 404 people. At this 
place two slespers, filled with excur- 
sionists, were -attached to this train. 
The second train started from this 
city with 153 passengers'and went 
into Bellevue with 470 people. Con- 
ductor John Holly had charge of the 
first train over the entire division 
and George Likelt presided at the 
throttle as far as this city, where 'he 
was relieved by Engineer Donahue.

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 20.—The ot 


ficials of the state penitentiary an 
the citizens of Frankfort were thrown 
in'to a state of wild excitement -tin 
morning1 by 'a. revolt in the prison 
started by an attempt to gain thei 
liberty on the part of three desper 
adoes, Frank Brooks, of 'Morgan 
county, and Wallace Bishop and T 
Mulligan, of Kenton coun-ty. 


Before -the riot, which be.gaai at ( 


o'clock and lasted until 'after 10, wai 
quelled and the mutinous convict. 
"were captured, Bishop was fatall; 
wounded, Mulligan shot in -the shoul 
den1 and a negro convict, Albert Ran 
some, of Louisville, "whom the des 
pei'adoes had pressed into service, wa 
hit by a rifle ball. 


CAPTURED A GUARD. 


• The rioting started while Brooks 
Mulligan and Bishop, one of whom 
•had -a pistol concealed about'his per- 
sou, were coming out of 'the dining 
room .to answer a hospital call. Sud- 
denly one of the convicts drew i 
weapon and compelled Guard A. H 
GUI io give up 'his arms. 
Guard F 


F. Hurst, who rushed 'to Gill's assist- 
ance, was also captured -by the con- 
viots. 
Capt. Mat Ma-dig-an, acting 


warden, then rushed forward with 
six guards and fired on -the -bunch, 
but no one was wounded. The con- 
victs then ran across the yard and al 
the entrance to the Teed departmenl 
of the chair factory captured Charles 
Willis, of Clark county, a foreman 
They covered him with their pistols 
and placing him between them ftnci 
Uhe guards, retreated to the rockej 
department in the chair factory, from 
whence they could command a good 
view of the entire yard. At a -win- 
dow 
they 
stationed 
Willis, and 


Brooks, with a revolver in his hand, 
took a -position just beside -the cap- 
tive, resting the 
muzzle, of the 


weapon on the foreman's side. 


DEFIED THE WARDEN. 


The convicts 'then defied Warden 


Lilla-rd to attempt to capture them, 
shouting 1ih.it they would kill the 
foreman at the first 
move made 


against them. 


By this time several hundred citi- 


zens, many of -them heavily armed, 
had gathered nt -the prison gvites, but 
•the warden denied admission to all. 
He issued orders for nil the shops to 
close and for all -the prisoners to be 


. Tr.turnfd at once to .their colls. 
He 


then placed a guard of sixty men 
around the building in which -the 
desparndces had -harricndorl -them- 
selves and called on them to surren- 
der-. The convicts only replied .with 
a taunt. For the protection of Pore- 
man Willis ,ihe warden then deter- 
mined to starve the desperadoes into 
submission. In half an hour a note 
was -thrown from the window of the 
room in -which the convicts -had taken 
refug-e, asking Warden Lillard and 
Deputy Warden Matligan to come up 
under a flag of truco and deal with 
them. This d email i was ignored. 
Shortly after ithis James Buckley, 
former city wnrkhouss keerper, and 
Morgan Brewer, a' fcrmsr guard at 
•the prison, climbed to the roof of a 
residence overlooking the building in 
which the convicts had taken, refuge 
and fired -several shots into the room 
where 
the 
despernJoea 
wore en- 


trenched. 
They wcro compelled 'to 


desist, however, as Forem'aii Willis 
was forcod to the window in the line 
of fire. 


A CONVICT SHOT. 


He called to the men to atop shoot- 


ing and informed them that a negro 
convict whom (LIC .desperadoes had 
forced into service had bee.n ahot in 
the shoulder. At 9 o'clock another 
note was dropped from, the convicts' 
window, offering to surrender if the 
men were insured a sale delivery to 
the cell house. This request was also 
ignored. 


Later another letter stated that if 


the warden would come -to the head 
of the steps leading .to the reed de- 
partment the conviota would surren- 
der, first sen-ding t-hcir weapons down 
by Frank Brooks. 
Warden Lillard 


decided to accept the terms of this 
note, and as a matter of precaution 
n-half dozen-convicts were placed in 
the hospital overlooking itk-fl rc-cd de- 
partment. 
Wai-Jen Lillard, accom- 


panied by eight men, then, .proceeded 
to -tho foot of the stairway. 
The 


prisoners emerged from the.reedtroora 
as they had promised, with hands up,' 


but as they proceetle-i down stai 
Bishop dropped his hands to his si< 
aa if to draw -a weapon. 


MADE A BAD PLAY.

Tha Spies' Report. — There hav 


been many tragedies in the natibna 
life of the Hebrews. The failure 
Kadesh-barnea is one of the first an 
one of the greatest.

leaving Egypt the Israelites had bu 
one thought—rest and home in th 
promised land. Now they had com 
to the threshold. Their hope 
high. At last the land of their na 
tional dream, and of Jehovah's prom, 
ise, was almost in sight. They de 
layer! only for tlie report of the spie 
The men retiirnied, and hope turae 
to despair, simply because there wer 
obstacles to be overcome.

Report of Dr. Chapman Shows Want 


Has Been Achieved and What 


is Promised. 


w, Ind., Aug. 16.—The re- 


port of Bev. S. WilblU' Chapman, sec- 
retary of the National committee on 
evangelical work, which was ap- 
pointed by the Presbyterian General 
assembly in- Philadelphia over a year 
ago and which, will 'meet in annual 
conference at Winon'a. for five days, 
commencing August 23rd, will show 
that the work of the committee has 
resulted in turning the tide in the 
Presbyterian church, ••whose member- 
ship, so far as an increase is con- 
cerned, had reached a point of stag- 
nation. 


A COMMITTEE OF LEADERS. 
The committee 
is 
composed of 


twenty leaders in the Presbyterian 
church and other noted men of that 
denominajtio'n will also participate in 
the conference. The expenses of the 
preliminary work of the committee 
has 'been paid for out of the $25,000 
contributed by the chairman, John 
H. Converse, and he has JUL! advised 
Secretary Chapman that he has de- 
posited a 'second $25,000 contribution 
in 'the bank account for the icommit- 
tee. 
The conference plans will be 


discussed with the object of raising 
at once $150,000 which the commit- 
tee finds necessary to carry out the 
•work of a national compaign during 
the coming year. The committee will 
aim to raise §100,CQO of this amount 
"by finding one hundred Presbyter- 
ians who will 'give $1,000 each. 
Through other .channels ths commit- 
tee hopes to raise the balance. 


[Last year's campaign, has been cen- 


tralized in Iowa, Indian Territory, 
Michigan, Indiana, Colorado, Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, Nebraska, Mew Jer- 
sey "and Montana. 
I^rom 12,000 to 


15,000 accessions to the church can 
•be direcMy tra'csd to the work of the 
evangelistic committee, -which repre- 
sents just about ths total increase 
in membership throughout the Unit- 
ed States. 


iWHAT DB. CHAPMAN SAYS. 
Secretary Chapman said: "We're 


asking no entertainment 
for our 


•workers, or for those who 'are called 
into the councils and conferences of 
'the national committee. "We propose 
to send out the >best men in -the court- 
try, -even to those churches that can 
not hear the expense themselves of 
their local meetings. It is to be an 
aggressive and effective campaign 
from "beginning to end and we hope 
to bring about a revival such as the 
Presbyterian church in America has 
not seen in years. These who •will 
participate in. the committe's con- 
ference are Rev. Henry "Vandyke, 
moderator of the genea^al assembly;

Uncle Sam wants the sum of $4,000 


from the Fort Wayne Gas company, 
and when tlie bill arrived a few days 
ago it occasioned considerable sur- 
prise in the local offices of that com- 
pany, for nobody connected with the 
corporation was aware of the exist- 
ence of any such liability. 


The item is a memento of the war 


with Spain, and the bill extends back- 
TOord for the term of four years. It 
appears that in the war revenue act 
passed by congress in 1898 was a 
provision, evidently framed up to 
catch the Standard Oil company, pro- 
vided that pipe line companies whose 
receipts reached or exceeded the sum 
of $250,000 annually should pay a 
special tax.

BANKS MUST PAY THE TA> 


WAR REVENUE DUTIES TO BE 


COLLECTED. 


Internal Revenue Bureau Orders Col 


Action of Profit and Loss 


Account Taxes. 


Washington, 
Aug. 14.—Commis 


sioner Yerkes, of the internal revenue 
bureau, has directed that immediat- 
steps be taken for the collection o: 
the tax on profit and less accounts 
or undivided profits 
accounts, 


banks, trust companies or private 
banks, under the war revenue act o: 
June, 1S9S. The amount to be col 
lected will approximate, it is said 
$300,000. 


Under an opinion of the departmeu 


of justice the tax had only been col 
lected on the capital and surplus o' 
banks, but the commissioner rulei 
last January that the undivided 
profit, 01 profit and loss accounts, of 
banks are part of the surplus am 
thereby subject ta tax. 
After this 


ruling was .made, by request of re- 
ports of the banks, the ccmmissloiiei 


eE'd on January 37 la?t to "with- 


hold collection pending; a decision by 
the United States circuit court in a 
suit to be broug-lit to test the ques- 
tion. This suit -was brought in tli? 
southern district of New York by the 
Leather 
Manufacturers* 
Nationa' 


bank cf Nev/ York, and. "was decided 
a few weeks ago adversely to the 
banks, the court sustaining- the posi- 
tion taken 
by tfre 
commissioner 


Jaanes B. Forgan, [president of the 
First National 'btw-k of Chicago, was 
;he chairman of the committee repre- 
senting' the banks that called upon 
;he commissioner last January -pro- 
:esting- against tlie collection of this 


. 
On January 27 last the com- 


missioner -wrote 'Mm that, while lit 
would require the banks, trust com- 
panies and others interested to make 
returns at once to the departmen! 
showing their undivided profit 
profit and loss accounts, -he would 
•withhold collection until a. decision 
was secured in tlis United States cir- 
cuit court, "but said distinctly in .this 
et-ter that if the court held that un- 
der the law undivided profits axe a 
proper subject for taxation then pay- 
ment of tlie tax -would be enforced. 
notwithstanding1 an appeal might be 
;aken by the 'bonks to the supreme 
court. 


This 'tax was repealed by 13ie last 


congress, tlie repeal to take effect 
July 1, 1902, so tliat at present there 
s no internal revenue on capital, 
surplus IDT 
unttrvidedi profits 
of 


banks. The tax to be collected 
be for the year ended July, 1902.

On the-railroad track, near 


mining town of Edwardsville, I met 
n child carrying a sack filled wit 
coal screenings, that lie h.id stole 
from a company's pile, for use in h 
mother's cook stove. The child cei 
tainly did not look a day over 1 
years old. His face was pale and hi 
cheeks were Qtollow. 
He was very 


round-Shouldered for a child *of hi 
'age, an'd he showed the stunting an. 
withering effects of a struggle fo 
existence against tremendous odds 


"How old are you?" I asked. 
"Thirteen, goin' on fourteen," was 


the reply. 


"And you work in the breaker?" 
"Sure, and so does all the othe 


Ind? in the town, when they're no 
striking. You haven't got it in To: 
mo?" he asked, in a Scared tone. "3 
R'pose you is some kind of n com- 
pany's -detectives, ain't you?" 


I succeeded in allaying his fears 


"by telling him ihiit I was merely a 
visitor in the town, and that I was 
living in a miner's boarding-house. 


"Tell me a. little nTjout your work 


in tho breaker," I said. 


"Well, that's it 'over there," raid 


he pointed to a tail, 'black structure 
outlined against 
the sky. "Four 


(hundred lads works in that building. 
There's six -breakers in this town, sa 
#lmt all the -lads is working. We go 
to work at seven in the morninf and 
stay until six. We have half an hour 
nt noon fur eat in'. 
We sort over 


the coal as it comes out of the sieves. 
We pick out 'the slate arid slag. 
That's all wo 'do—see?" 


"Rather 'hard work," I suggested. 
"Yes. it is, until you get used to it. 


The coal dust's pretty bad. Some- 
times it gets into your eyes and 
makes you kind of blind. The 
-breaker isn't lieateHl in winter, so 
vou got to get used to 'bein' cold all 
day. 
But," he added 
proudly. "I 


don't mind it no longer. The only 
thing I kick aibout is the way the 
coal cuts my fingers. 
Pickin' over 


. the coal will once in a wliile wear a 
feller's nails off and wear the skin 
down to the bone,-so 'he has to lay 
off for -a week until tirey heals up. 
Say, isn't it too 'bad that they can't 
invent a way of keepin' coal from 
wearin' a feller's fingers off 
1 n his 


Hiar.-d's?" 
"How much pay.do you a-eceive?" 


' "Sixty cents a day. The most you 
can make in the breaker is eighty 
cents a day. I'll be ni'akin* that 
in two years fro-m now. 
I started 


on forty cents. . I am gettiii1 there." 


"How long have you worked in 


the "breaker?" 


"Six yefars. Ever since me fadder 


•was burned in -a g-ns explosion in the 
mine. 
He's pa-r'lyzed for life, you 


knuw."' 


"Then you must have been seven 


years old when you began picking 
coal?" 


The child -hesitated. 
"Well," he 


said slowly, "it makes no diflerence 
how old I was. He papers and alfty- 
davits was 0. K. The comp'ny has 
got 'CM now. They -Etiys I was thir- 
teen when I started to work, ana 
that's what I was." 
_ : 


"Are many In the breakers younger . 


than you?'1 


"Why, sure. 
I'm one of the old- 


est. I am makin' sixty cents. Most 
of 'em is eig'ht and nine years old; 
but their papers is all right, though." 
lie added earnestly. "The papers 
says they're all thirteen, goiir on 
fourteen." 


"Bid yau ever go to school?" 
For the first time in our talk the 


child laug-hed; not with the innocent. 
Tippling laug'h

dhildhood, but 


•with the hard synicism of a man of 
fifty. 


"School!" lie echoed. 
"Say. mis- 


ter, you must be a green hand. Why, 
lads in Anthracite doesn't go to no 
school; they works in the breaker.7' 
And as he trudged off along the rail- 
road track with the heavy sack of 
coal on his little stooping shoulders, 
3ic looked back at me quizzically, <as 
though he --wondered what strange 
nwmner of man this might be, who 
could suppose for a minute that a 
child born under tlie coal-dust cloud 
could ever receive the lig'ht of an ed- 
ucation. 


The ohild spoke the simple truth.

stunting cf childhood is the saddest 
part cf life at the mines. 


The coal that is brought up in cars 


from the base of the shaft is in large 
lumps, just as it 'has been blasted or 
ihewn out of the vein. From the cars 
it is dumped into crushing machines, 
which grind it into the various sized 
lumps in which it is sold to the con- 
sumer. 
These machines are in tlis 


cupola at the top of the breaker, and 
from this .process the breaker takes 
its name. 
The broken 
coal 
falls 


into enormous revolving- sieves on 
the floor below the crusher. From 
the sieves it passes through chutes 
that wind throughout the entire 
building to the ground floor, when il 
is loaded on freight 
ears. Mixed 


wif'h the coal is more or less slate, 


of the unceising river of ccal is the 
wo>k of ihe beys and old men em- 
ployed in the breakers. 


Fastened to the edges of the chutes 


aro little seats where the workers sit 
from nio'rninj.'

An ordinary breaker 
employs from 400 to GOO boys and 
men.

trenches in Reno's position on a hil 
immediately ^fter Gibbon's arriva 
and repulse of the besieging Indians 
A courier escaped with a message t 
Mai or Beuham. who was in command 
at Fort Ellis, and the latter gave the 
news of Ouster's fate to the neares 
telegraph office. 


Ths message has never before been 


published, because, as alleged at the 
time it was written, Keno was ac- 
cused of deserting Ouster in the lioui 
of need. The story that Gibbon gives 
is probably inspired by Keno, but 
•he interior evidence 
of the lettei 


:hrow9 a hitherto unpublished light 
on the event. 


The message is legible and is as 


follows:

:irl the whole street knows it and 
discusses it with eager interest, not 
only in her absence, but with her di- 
rectly; if either are important at all 
—if the young mi i is promuienr in r. 
"gang" or politics or local business, 
or if the girl is supe-'i^i- in beauty or 
earning capacity or tlresj—the whole 
ward takes control of die alfairs, not 
at nil to the displeasure of those con- 
cerned. For have not the ward and 
the street seen them br>th come into 
the world, toddle through it to their 
teens and grow into what they are? 


The ward and the stree; may. talk 


as they will. The two will answer 
the allusions and the jests with loud 
laughter aud unabashed frankness. 
They will walk hand in hand in the 
streets; for that -pretty, quaint cus- 
tom of country swains, long.since 
abolished in- the polishes city sec- 
tions, still is common here of all 
places—in the most crowd eel dens of 
population in the world, where, un- 
til the small parks were mads there 
a few years ago, there were scores 
on scores of (children who had ne^er 
seen a tree!

These 
wars between streets are not to be 
laughed at. A crowded street will be 
cleared miraculously of its occupants 
—sidewalk merchants, shoppers and 
screeching parents—when two •antag- 
onistic gangs of "streeters" suddenly 
pour into it, appearing as suddenly 
from nowhere as ever the painted red 
men did. 


Over and over again the police re- 


serves have to be called out; for a 
"streeter" is as desperate in his bat- 
tles as a knight of old, and will fight 
policemen cheerfully when the ardoi 
of a gang tattle is on liim, tuou/gh in 
less heroic epochs of his career . he 
may flea nt the mere "G'wan, youse,' 
of the mildest policeman. 


The glad day of the "streeters,' 


and cf a great percentage of the resl 
of the tenement house population, is 
"launching day." 
Launching day 


occurs in midsummer. It is an insti- 
tution so old that the mind of the 
oldesb barrack dweller can not recall 
a time when it was not. Tho great 
tenement house civilization in youth 
holds the almost universal belief t3rat 
launching day is hallowed T>y the 
laws of the land. Its observance is 
simplicity itself. Everybody .tries to

a man or boy be so forgetful of the 
manners of the day as to stand any- 
where near the edge of a pier on the 
river front^ where a good, push wil 
sand liim over, the good pus!h. is sure 
to come. .

person is clothed, the more innocen' 
'glee does his successful launch pro- 
duce. .Enthusiastic tenement house 
youth wears old clothes on launching 
day, that it may leap overboard aftei 
such (persons as unhappily show that 
they cannot swim. 


The river being .-the one great 


breathing iplace for toie barrack world 
most boys and men can swim won- 
derfully well. Consequently few vic- 
tims drown, although generally one 
or two -at least are inconsiderate 
enough to do this on every launching 
day, making it necessary for the boys 
to fish for them instead of launching 
new ones. 


DWELLERS UNDER PIERS. 


In tho summer hundreds of the 


boys practically live on. the river 
fronts. 
Some of them dwell there 


entirely, sleeping at night under the 
piers 011 the floorings just over the 
water, which places axe known as 
"parlors.'' 
Occasionally their pos- 


session of a "parlor" is disputed by a 
colony of Italian garbage scow trim- 
mers, who also have n fancy for this 
reversion to the prehistoric life of the 
lake dwellers. 
Occasionally 
the 


huge, mangy, brown dock rats fight 
tliem. But the tenement iiouse boy 
fears neither man, rat nor devil, aird 
usually holds whatever possession he 
chooses to make his. 


Sometimes a boy is drowned. That 


is not really remarkable, since the 
youth of the east and west sides 
rather, despises the sybarite who 
waits to learn to swim in the floating 
free baths. The real tenement house 
boy finds out whether or not he can 
swim by jumping off into the river 
from the string piece of a pier. Tin 
water being anywhere from thirty to 
sixty feet deep and the current .being 
swift enough always to tax the 
wheels of a ferryboat to stem it, the 
boy has no time to theorize. If he 
begins to sink, there usually are 
swiramera enough to dive for him 
and drag him to the pier. 


Tenement house boys believe ini- 


plicitly, however»,that nobody drowns 
unless he has begun to go down for 
•be third time. 
This often makes 


them unfortunately tardy'in pulling 
a sinking comrade out quite soon 
enough. 


When a boy drowns it almost al- 


ways is in the presence of a crowd, 
for there is no time in the twenty- 
four hours in summer that a pier 
along the river front is not occupied 


gasping*, overworked men, sad 


mothers with drooping, feverish lit- 
tle ones, and couples who walk up 
and down, hand in hand, occasionally 
saying a kind word to each other. 
Once the crov/d is satisfied that the 
bey really has defied nature by re- 
fusing to come up a sesend or even 
a first time and that 'he surely is 
drowned, there is a struggle in every 
breast between the dosire to stay and 
watch the absorbing operation of 
grappling for the body and the 
eoually great desire to carry tho news 
ta the relatives of the victim.

TELLS

THOMPSON MAKES ADMISSIONS 


TO REPORTER. 


Chicago, Aug. 15.—The police have 


today announced 110 new 
develop- 


ments in the Bartholiii murders. 


Oscar Thompson, who is held under 


suspicion of complicity iu the crimes 
and who last night made a confession 
to Inspector Hunt, in which he ad- 
mitted all the police charged him 
with knowing and doing and then 
promptly declared he had merely 
been lying, has been "sweated"' again 
today, but with what result is not 
given out. 


- The 
police, 
however, 
believe 


Thompson's complete break-down and 
confession of knowledge of and pirt 
in the tragedies is not far away. 


EDWARDS IN CHICAGO. 


Milton L. Edwards, one of the form- 
er roomers of Mrs. Anne Bartholin 
and a new witness who the police 
think will prove valuable in clearing 
up the mystery in the murders of 
Ma-s. Bartholln and Minnie Mitchell, 
arrived' in this city early today from 
Denver and at on,:e placed himself 
in the hands of the police. Edwards 
was exception-ally well dressed and 
in practically no detail 
resembled 


William J. Bartholin, who is wanted 
to explain the deaths of his mother 
and sweetheart. He was frank in his 
statements, showed no signs of ner- 
vousness and said -his action in corn-- 
ing to Chicago was entirely volun- 
tary. To a representative of the As- 
sociated Press, he made the following 
statement: 


"I have toeeu very free to discuss 


the little I'know about this case and 
I think I h'ave told about everything 
that is- materially of value. 
I am 


noTV in. the hands of Chief O'Neill 
and inasmuch -as the police have paid 
my expenses here I feel that I hard- 
ly should say more. I barely know 
Thompson and. have spoken to him 
only three or four 'times. I never 
was a doctor or a hypnotist 'and. could 
nipt possibly have put 
Thompson 


under any influence as 'he irrationally : 
stated. I have already said thai; 11 
thought things 
were queer at the ; 


Barfchorin home and that is the rea- ; 
son I left there. I have a few LMugs ' 
more to tell the chief of police, but 


<fche public must -wart until the chief 
speaks. I saw Ba-rtholin kissing a 
•woman, ill the house, but what bear- 
ing that may h'ave on the case I do 
not know. I 'am willing to tell tlie 
police everything that may ba of 
value 'to them, but I hope I may soon 
be out of this disagreeable business. 
I had hoped my name would 1101 be 
drawn into the affair." 


EDWARDS EXAMINED. 


Edwards was cross examined both 


by Chief of Police O'Neill and by In- 
spector Hunt, who is 
directly in 


•charge of the murder investigation. 
Practically nothing new was elicited 
by the questioning. Edwards told in 
the same straightforward manner, as 
toe had to interviewers, what he re- 
membered 
of 
suspicious 
actions 


about the, Bartholln 
house, of his 


fear that Mrs. Eartholin had been 
murdered, and 'his fear for his own 
safety if lie stayed 
longer in the 


house. 
The story was repeated how 


he had been awakened by the howl- 
ing of a cat, of how 
he h-a'd seen 


Thompson leaning over his bed one 
night and how 
Thompson had ox- 


plained his 
presence in Edwards' 


room by saying he thought "William 
Bartholin was sleeping there. 


Edwards met Thompson today in 


company with the police. The men 
nodded to each other, but said noth- 
ing. 
Thompson was questioned by 


Inspector Hunt again, but reiterated 
Jiis former statements that his mind 
•was a blank on the night of the sup- 
posed Minnie Mitchell murder. 


WHAT THOMPSON ADMITTED. 
Oscar Thompson late last night ad- 


juitted to a newspaper man, that he 
no longer denied the story of Mrs. 
Tallerday, who makes the charge 
that he and "Daddy" daffy and a 
man supposed to be William Bar- 
tholin were quarreling under the 
•window at 4 o'clock in the morning 
after Minnie Mitchell disappeared; 
and that with them was Thompson's 
laundry wagon, in which it is sup- 
posed the murdered girl's body was 
carted to the prairie 
at 74th and 


State streets. 


"I turned in my laundry wagon at 


the Aagaard stables the night Min- 
nie Mitchell was killed about 8:30 
o'clock," he said. 


"I stopped and had several drinks 


nt Clancy's saloon and then I went 
to the house in Calumet avenue. It 
must have been about 
10 o'clock 


when I reached there. 


"I met Bartholin in the house. I 


do not know what happened there. I 
went to my room, and after that I 


eatiuoE say 
anything-

transpired in the house. I may have 
been drunk or I may have been druj 
ged; I do not know. 


"Whatever I did I do not know. 


I do not deuy now that I went out 
with him, but I cannot remember. 
Whatever I did he made me do. I 
may have gone with him in the 
'.vag'Gn, as this woman says she saw 
me with the wagon in the street the 
next morning. If I was there it is 
all a blank to me." 


COLORED PUGILIST SLAIN. 


Ouster City, S. 3., Aug. 15.—Ray 


Streeter, a colored lightweight pugil- 
ist of some local note, was shot and 
instantly killed on the street by an- 
other .pugilist, John Gorman, better 
known ns "Kid Hogan," The men 
met and renewed a former quarrel 
and Gorman emptied the contents of 
a shotgun into Streeter's body. Gor- 
man is under arrest.

OLD TRICKS OF EXTORTION NOT 


TO BE TOLERATED. 


Some Features of tho Decree Com- 


manding Collection of Money 


to Pay Indemnities. 


Washington, Aug. 
15.—Minister 


Conger, at Pekin, has transmitted to 
the state department the imperial de- 
cree concerning the raising of funds 
in the several provinces for the pay- 
ment of indemnity exacted by the 
powers as a resoilt of the boxer up- 
rising. The decree directs that there 
shall be no extortion and that the 
people must not be irritated. The 
viceroys are commanded to do away 
with what will cause friction and 
needless severity. 
The decree de- 


clares that if any are "found out in 
their old tricks" and "filling their 
own pockets" they will be severely 
dealt with. 


Minister Conger also sends a proc- 


lamation of the viceroy of Chi-Li, in 
which the people are warned against 
carrying arms. Reference is maclo to 
the boxer troubles and the viceroy 


says old scores must not be raked up. 
"The people and the Christians must 
not retaliate against each other/ 
concludes the proclamation, "but for- 
ever be at peace with each other. 
Tremble and obey!"
